It 
illustrates the many complications 
of ‘modérn’ living whereby’: sales 
promotion of retailers. prompt 
some families to go into. debt 
greater than their income. “Since 
installment payments on these 
heavy debts. leave nothing for. liv- 
ing expenses, the families. . then 
apply for relief at the expense’ of 
the taxpayers. —S 


The Montcalm welfare director 
blamed merchants for the unus- 
ual situation, and he. appealed: ‘to 
retailers not to sell people things 
they could not pay. for... Tighten- 
ing of credit and installment buy- 
ing privileges would result in less 
welfare cost, according to the 
Montcalm welfare director. 


The cost of relief in this-coun- 


ty in 1941 was $12,371. Bight 
years later.

Asserting that. purchasers now 
are scraping the bottom. of the 
state land barrel, Assistant State 
Lands Chief C. E. Millar 
trasts the current supply with!

ago when over eight times as 
much land was available and at

Michigan : highways each anh 
and speed is one of the principal 
causes, Sgt. Harold. Moore, of the 
Gaylord post of the Michigan 
State Police ‘asserted today in 
urging. motorists to cooperate’ in 
the’ present campaign to reduce 
ithe frequency of this most serious 
traffic offense. — 

“The slogan of the campaign, 
‘Speeders Lose’, has been well sel- 
ected, for the records prove that 
speeder’s do lose,” 
said. “Even when speed is not the 
direct cause of an accident it. of- 
ten contributes to its seriousness 
and méans the difference between 
life and death. 

“Not only was speed a factor 
in 500 Michigan traffic deaths 
last: year, but it also was respon- 
sible for the serious 
many of the 41,000 persons who 
were hure in the 143,000 —acci- 
dents ‘that occurred in ‘the state. 

“Motorists should take heed of 
the fact that accidents are on. the 
increase in Michigan. So are in- 
juries and deaths. Many pleasure 
drives and vacation trips are end- 
ing in tragedy. The answer is. that 
every driver, for his own sake: as 
well as for the welfare of others;

she died. Arrested for murder, the 
man pleaded: “I loved my. daugh- 
ter dearly, and I certainly. never 
dreamed of hurting her. This was 
completely unintentional on my. 
part.” But the court ruled that 
the defendant was guilty of mur- 
der. The judge said that the man 
had intended to kill a human be- 
ing—and it made no difference at 
all that the ‘wrong person became 
the victim.

A boy was sitting on a swing in : 
a@ public park, when two of his 
schoolmates walked up. Seizing 


the swing on each end, they began ,

Suddenly the boy, becoming 
dizzy from. this rocking motion, 
fell to the ground. He suffered a 
knee injury, and later sued — the 
city for damages. His lawyer con- 
tended: “The city invites children 
to come and play in this park, so 
it’s up to the city to provide enough 
supervision to prevent accidents.”

curred so suddenly and so unex- 
pectedly.

May the City Silence 
Ambulance Sirens — To 
Keep the Streets Quieter? 


As part of an anti-noise cam- 
paign, a certain city forbade the 
use of sirens by private ambulance 
companies. Soon afterward, an 
ambulance driver was arrested aft- 
er completing an emergency call— 
because he had used the siren, The 
man contended that the new law 
was unconstitutional, because am- 
bulances had to have sirens for 
use in case of emergency. But the 
court held the law valid and found 
the driver guilty. The judge said 
that the city had a right to ban 
‘tthe loud, piercing, shrill, scream- 
ing, unearthly shriek of the siren.’
